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Timetable 
on POWs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential 


adviser Henry Kissinger said today the 
release of American prisoners of war 
would begin in Hanoi by midFebruary. 


Speaking at a White House news 


conference. Kissinger said the 479 U.S. 
POWs held in North Vietnam and Laos 
would be turned over to American 
medical personnel in Hanoi at intervals 
of about 15 days—beginning 15 days 
after the peace agreement is signed on 
Saturday. 


That would mean the first U.S. 


prisoners would be released on or about 
Feb. 11. 


According to Kissinger, all U.S. 


prisoners of war in North and South 
Vietnam and Laos will be released. He 
said the United States was told that no 
U.S. prisoners are held in Cambodia. 


"'American prisoners will be released 


at intervals of two weeks or 15 days in 
roughly equal installments." Kissinger 
said, with the tote' ".ne frame coincid- 
ing with the 60-da> w._ndrawal of all 
U.S. forces from South Vietnam. 


Prisoners held in North Vietnam and 


Laos, he said, will be received by U.S. 
medical teams in Hanoi and will be 
flown in American planes to locations to 
be selected by U.S. officials. 


Kissinger did not say when the first 


American POWs would be released. 


It was announced before Kissinger's 


news conference that the United States 
and North Vietnam have agreed to 
return all prisoners "without delay." 


A document spelling out the 


agreement on handling POWs also says 
that the return "shall be carried out at 
places convenient to the concerned 
parties." 


Again, the document released by the 


White House does not say what those 
places will be. 


The places of return, the document 


said will be agreed upon by a new 
temporary joint military commission 
made up of representatives of the 


United States. North Vietnam, South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 


The only specific time mentioned in 


the protocol stipulates that "the return 
of all captured persons ... shall be 
completed within 60 days of the signing 
of the agreement at a rate no slower 
than the rate of withdrawal from South 
Vietnam of United States forces and 
those of other countries." 


The document covering civilian as 


well as military prisoners on both sides 
provides that the seriously ill, wounded 
or maimed, and old persons and women 
shall be returned first. 


"The remainder shall be returned 


either by returning all from one deten- 
tion place after another or in order of 
their dates of capture, beginning with 
those who have been held the longest," 
the document said. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird 


said Tuesday night that teams of U.S. 
specialists and evacuation aircraft will 
be ready to go "as soon as possible" after 
the cease-fire agreement becomes ef- 
fective Saturdav. 


Under the protocol, the United States. 


North Vietnam and the other warring 
parties are obligated to exchange 
complete lists of captured military per- 
sonnel and civilians on Saturday, the 
same day as the agreement is signed. 


This should provide the first hard 


information on just how many 
Americans servicemen are held captive 
and where they are. 


The latest Pentagon list shows 587 


captured and another 1,335 missing. A 
big question is how many of these men 
listed as missing are in POW camps in 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam or Laos 
and how many have not been found. 


Within 15 days after the cease-fire, 


the signatories will agree on choosing 
two or more national Red Cross societ- 
ies to "visit all places where captured 
military personnel and foreign civilians 
are held."

LBJ to lie in state in Capitol 


AUSTIN. Tex (AP) — The casket 


bearing the body of Lyndon Baines 
Johnson was placed aboard a White 
House iet en route to Washington today 
after t h o u s a n d s of t h e f o r m e r 
president's fellow Ts-xans paid tribute to 
him whiie he Liy in state in the LBJ 
Library. 


Accompanvina the bodv as the :(•: 


lifted off from,Bergstrom Air Force Base 
at 9:12 a.m. CST were Mrs. Johnson. 
the two Johnson daughters and their 
husbands, and one of Johnson's four 
grandchildren, Patrick Lvndon Nugent.

Johnson's bodv will lie in state in the 


Capitol in Washington until Thursday 
morning when it will be moved to the 
National City Christian Church for a 
memorial service. Later Thursday the 
body will be returned to Texas for 
funeral services and burial.

Avenue to the Capitol was scheduled to 
start at 12:30 p.m.

Accords to 
be signed 
Saturday 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Washington 


and Hanoi unveiled today the terms of 
an intricate peace accord to end 
America's longest war, and negotiator 
Henry A. Kissinger expressed con- 
fidence a Saturday ceasefire in South 
Vietnam would later spread across aii of 
Indochina. 


But Kissinger and his North Viet- 


namese negotiating counterpart said 
there were no secret peace terms. 


The chief U.S. negotiator made these 


other major points in his 90-minute 
White House news conference: 


—About 145.000 North Vietnamese 


troops remain in South Vietnam, but 
Kissinger said their numbers "should 
over a period of time be subject to 
considerable reduction" because they 
cannot be reinforced, resupplied or 
replaced. 


—The release of American prisoners 


of war held in North Vietnam and Laos 
will begin by mid-February in Hanoi and 
will be completed at 15-day intervals 
during the 60-day period when U.S. 
troops are being withdrawn from the 
South. 


—The political independence of South 


Vietnam is guaranteed and its future 
form, including the fate of President 
Nguyen Van Tnieu's government, will 
be determined, without outside in- 
terference, by the South Vietnamese 
themselves. 


—A National Council on .National 


Reconciliation and Concord will be 
organized among the South Vietnamese 
themselves on a three-part basis solely 
to organize the elections and 
implementation of the agreement, not 
to act in any way as a coaiirion 
government. 


—The demilitarized zone continues as 


a temporary military demarcation line 
which cannot be violated under any 
circumstances by military forces of 
either side. Kissinger said. Neither 
Cambodia or Laos can be used as infil- 
tration routes or as bases for foreign 
troops, he said. 


—The agreement in no way restricts 


U.S. military forces off Vietnam's shores 
or in Thailand, he said. 
"The 


deployment would be more geared to 
the war situation" than to anticipation 
of an established peace. Kissinger ad- 
ded. 


—Discussion of U.S. economic aid to 


all of Indochina, including North Viet- 
nam, will come "onlv after the signature 
of the agreement and after its 
implemention is ".veil advanced." the 
negotiator said. 


The 12-page agreement, to be signed 


Saturday before the Vietnam cease-fire 
takes effect at 7 p.m. EST on thai day.

paradoxes of Johnson the man.

Almost from the day he was born, it 


seemed, Lyndon Baines Johnson had 
the makings of a president—right 
alongside those elements that would 
contribute to the breaking of a 
president. 


The story of his life could be told in 


such paradox. 


Perhaps his wife. Lady Bird, put it 


best, years later. Recalling her first 
encounter with the impetuous young 
Texan, she said: "I knew I had met 
something remarkable, but I didn't 
know quite what." 


Millions understand now what she 


meant. 


Remarkable? Indeed. No one who 


chanced into that swirling, magnetic 
orbit could forget the experience. Lyn- 
don Baines Johnson exuded a raw, 
frontier kind of strength; physically and 
psychologically, he overwhelmed. 


Apart from his mentor, Franklin D. 


Roosevelt, perhaps no other public man 
in this century — not even John F. 
Kennedy, whose elegant ghost haunted 
Johnson to the end — understood so 
well the sources of power in the world's 
most powerful capital — or knew, in 
LBJ*s idiom, which button to mash, and 
how hard, to make things happen. 


That this talent, "the Johnson treat- 


ment," availed him little at the end did 
not diminish its impressiveness while it 
worked. 
lady Bird was right on another count, 


top. From the moment he set foot in 
Washington in 1931 as a congressional 
secretary to the moment he flew back t« 
TSsas in 1969 after relinquishing the 
presidency, nobody really knew quite 
what Lyndon Johnson was all about. He 
was a study in contradictions. 


He was from the South, but no 


orthodox Southerner; from Texas, but 
not the stereotyped Texan; harsh and 
domineering with subordinates, yet 
capable of great kindness; a Democrat's 
Democrat, but no ideologue. 


He could be eloquent and moving and 


persuasive in one moment, and orate 
like a man dictating to a stonecutter in 
the next. 


He could be open, ingratiating, 


simple, transparent. And he could be 
fiercely secretive, offensive, jealous, 
and enormously complex. 
*Johnson whipped through Congress 


mo>e civil rights legislation vthan any 
president in history. Yet when he left 
the. presidency, the nation's racial 
divisions were deeper than ever. 


No president spent as much money 


and forged as much legislation to 
improve the quality of education. But at 
the end, the students and intellectuals 
were shouting for his scalp. 


He pulled the country together when 


it was stumbling about in a daze after 
John Kennedy's murder. A year later 
the people were shouting "All the way 
with LBJ" and he won election in his 
own right by the biggest landslide in 
htetory to that time. 


;But by 1968 the shouts in some an- 


tiWar quarters had turned to "Hey, Hey, 
LBJ, how many kids did you kill today? " 
and his land was plagued by the greatest 
divisiveness since the Civil War. 


They buried John F. Kennedy, and 


this tall, so-different Texan, stood up 
and said "Let us continue," and America 
continued and Congress fell into line; 
the memory of the dead president and 
the energy of the new one combined 
creatively. 
* 


But deep-seated domestic tensions 


continued, too—and so did the little land 
war in Vietnam—a war mentioned only 
twice, and seemingly just for rhetorical 
balance—in Lyndon Johnson's first 
address on the State of the Union. 


Both problems grew and grew, and 


cities burned, and in Vietnam 
Americans died by the thousands, and 
thelwar escalated, and soon, on March 
31r:1968, Lyndon Johnson went on 
television and jolted the nation by an- 
nojincing he wouldn't seek or accept 
another term in the White House. 


There probably were more people out 


in "the country like him than like his 
predecessor Johnson was purely and 
aggressively American—a true frontier 
president in the tradition of Andy 
Jackson. But in the final judgment of his 
countrymen, it simply was not the time 
forj meat-and-potatoes man. 


Nor was it the time for Johnson's 


consensus politics— "There's got to be 
some common meeting ground for 
evejyone." That may well have been the 
remedy the nation needed; it was not 
what the nation wanted. 


An Englishman, Michael Davie, 


wrote a controversial book ("LBJ: A 
Foreign Observer's Viewpoint") early in 
Johnson's presidency that provided a 
vivid description of the man: 


"The President comes into a room 


slowly and warily, as if he means to 
smell out the allegiance of everyone in 
it. He is a big, hulking, six-feet-three, 
and despite a definite paunch and the 
recurrent anxieties about his health, he 
looks like a man with exceptional 
physical stamina. 


"In a sense," liberal Democrat Daniel 


P. Mbynihan told Richard Nixon a year 
late£ Lyndon Johnson "was the first 
American president to be toppled by a 
mob' No matter that it was a mob of 
college professors, millionaires, flower 
children, ind Radcliffe girls. It was a 
mob that by early 1968 had effectively 
physically separated the presidency 
from the people." 


And it happened to a man who had 


told the nation in 1965, in perhaps his 
most eloquent and memorable address: 


"I want to be the president who 


helped to end hat/ed among his fellow 
men and who promoted love among the 


people of all races and all regions and all 
parties. 


"I want to be the president who 


helped to end war among the brothers of 
this earth." 


It was not to be. The currents of the 


1960s were running strong, if silent, well 
before Lyndon B. Johnson took the oath 
on that nightmarish Nov. 22,1963. And 
later, reflectively, he said it simply was 
not given to him to lead the country out 
of itself. 


He referred to his manner, his style, 


and said he was handicapped by "a 
general inability to stimulate, inspire, 
and unite all the people of the country, 
which I think is an essential function of 
the presidency. 


"I have never really believed that I 


was the man to do that particular job.... 
I never really felt that with all of my 
experience and my training and what- 
ever expertise I had in 35 years of public 


service, that in the last analysis the 
people of every section would say. 'You 
tell us where to go and we'll go.' I just 
never did believe that...." 


From the beginning, he was bedeviled 


by the word "style." He was a Texan in 
a city that had shed much of its 
Southernness and blended in with the 
East coast; a city that had made Jack 
Kennedy's Harvard accent its symbol, 
that reacted to the sudden new drawl as 
to scratching on a blackboard. 


He deemed his critics snobs. Sam 


Houston Johnson wrote in his book "My 
Brother Lyndon": "I'm afraid that any 
politicians from the Deep South or 
Southwest (including my brother) are 
frequently damned by Northern liberals 
from the moment they open their 
mouths. They might be saying and 
thinking the same damned thing as 
some Harvard-educated congressman 


from the East, but they'll never get 
credit for it. 


"It's all-out snobbism against an ac- 


cent, a mode of expression, a way of 
dressing, a way of eating—against a 
whole manner of living. I have even 
heard my brother's family ridiculed 
because they didn't have a fancy French 
chef in the White House kitchen, as if 
eating snails in garlic sauce will make 
you more civilized and human than 
eating plain meat and potatoes." 


So Washington gossiped and giggled 


about a president who had a soft-drink 
button installed in the Cabinet room 
and mispronounced the name of the 
drink; who expressed himself, privately, 
in the earthiest of barnyard analogy; 
who hollered down from the White 
House balcony to reporters to come see 
a real live poet, Carl Sandburg; who 
pointed to his daughter's loose-ltting 
dress and told his visitors it didn't mean 
what they thought; who pleaded with 
strike negotiators, late at night, to get it 
over with because "Lady Bird is wait- 
ing"; who engaged in staff conferences 
from the bathroom; who tore around 
the ranch at 90 miles an hour with a beer 
in his hand (and no vice president to 
succeed him); who hiked up his shirt to 
show the world his new surgical scar. 


Wrote Englishman Davie: 


"There is a faint air of the barroom 


strategist The face is unprepossessing. 
The ears are huge, with long, hanging 
lobes; the brow is a mass of complicated 
furrows; the mouth is a straight line. 


"He dresses like a man who has told 


the best tailor in town to fit him out like 
a pillar of the Chamber of Commerce. 
When he shakes your hand (his own 
hand is capacious, hard, and brown, 
with a long vein down the back), he 
gives you the politician's sincere look 
straight between the eyes. His manner is 
restrained. His voice usually is very 
quiet, with a pronounced Southern 
accent... 
Afterward, you chiefly remember the 


small eyes, steady and unrelenting 
under half-lowered lids." 


For Johnson, politics was all there 


was. It was work, rest, recreation. 
Movies, theater, games, small 
talk—they all bored him. He might go 
for a boat ride on the Potomac or on 
Lake Lyndon B. Johnson—but the 
company, and the talk, were political. 


Wheedling a vote, or trying to hire a 


staff man, or coaxing someone into the 
administration, Johnson could turn the 
famous treatment on full blast. His hand 
pawed at his victim's arm as he stood 
chest to chest, his face literally on top of 
the other man's, his voice soft and 


cajoling, his eyes widening and 
scrunching up and occasionally welling 
with tears. He devoured single persons 
and small groups and usually got what 
he wanted. It worked for decades with 
senators, employes, prospective ap- 
pointees, union men, friends, and even 
some foes. 


But in the end, it wasn't enough to 


persuade a nation.

North Vietnam by a group which 
included singer Joan Baez, indicated her 
son was optimistic he would leave soon 
for home. 


Mrs. Metzger said she was "so very 


gratefu! that this thing has finally been 
resolved."

last week, sent back over $1,000 worth 
of unnecessary chemicals to Del in 
April, 1970, after he took office for his 
first term. Before that, the city had 
purchased thousands of dollars worth 
of chemicals of various kinds from the 
firm between 1963 and 1970. 


The city made two more purchases 


from Del in 1971, totaling $694. Those 
are the only purchases from Del since 
April, 1970. 


Officials will not say why they made 


those two purchases in 1971, after 
shifting their principal chemical 
purchases from Del to Appleton and 
Menasha chemical supply firms. 


Officials also would not say why they 


have made two isolated purchases of 
chemical supplies from Share Corp. in 
January of this year. The total for those 
two purchases was over Sl,200. The 
payment of a $500 order has been held 
up. however. 


Seven witnesses have been called so 


far in the John Doe proceedings that 
began in Curcuit Judge William 
Crane's court here last Thursday.

buying supplies from Del because "we 
got better prices locally." 


In 1971. Des Jardins formed Share 


Corp. a maintenance chemical firm. In 
January of this year, the City of 
Menasha ordered supplies worth $1,263 
from Share. 


An attempt was made today to reach 


Rocco Youse. president of Del. A 
secretary said he spent most of his time 
at the Reno, N'ev., branch of the com- 
pany and was not available. 


The secretary of state's office said the 


privately owned corporation was in 
"bad standing" with it in 1963 and 1971 
when it did not file annual reports 
which are required. They have since 
remedied that, a department spokes- 
men said today, and now are listed in 
good standing with the state. 


The "chemical matter" has been a 


controversial subject in Menasha ever 
since city garage bookkeeper Alfred 
Voelker, the other Menasha official 
called to testify last week, revealed it at 
a hearing on another matter in 1971.

but did not participate in the decision. 


In agreeing to the annual subsidy, the 


council accepted a new financial plan 
that is intended to pave the way toward 
regional support of the school.

Verstegen and approved by the council, 
implies three conditions: Parish sup- 
port based on the number of students 
from St. John enrolled in the high 
school: formation of a separate high 
school board or corporation: and as- 
sumption of the high school debt by the 
parish itself. 


During 1972. special fund-raising 


projects, donations and increased tui- 
tion reduced the debt from S70.000 to 
$13.000. Tnis debt will be shifted over to 
the parish, so that the parish will have 
final fiscal responsibility for the school. 


The new board or corporation will be

lucky if the rate of increase piled on our 
food budget month after month is 
"only" 4*4 per cent This is not a guess. 
It's a conservative and authoritative 
projection based on forces already built 


. into our food economy. 


What is to happen to food prices at 


the retail level, in short, has already 
happened or is now happening to food 
prices at the farm or wholesale levels. 
The trends are fixed. 


But while the overall cost of food on 


the official Consumer Price Index will 
be soaring, you yourself can slash the 
-cost of food you buy to eat at home by 
.many times 4^ per cent. 
• You need merely to learn and 
scrupulously follow the most fun- 
damental, simple and ordinary of all the 
.rules for slashing your food bills: 
• 
Shop the specials 


*. Don't downgrade this rule because it 
;sounds so obvious. Don't minimize it 
^because the man on the other side of 
Die counter — the food retailer — is 
urging you to do the same thing in his 
newspaper ads, store window displays, 
posters, etc. 
2 "Level with me and tell me honestly 
how much your customers save by 
buying foods when you advertise them 
as specials," I asked Bill Schelhng, one 
of the owners of a thriving supermarket 
near our home in northern Westchester 
County. 


"About 16 per cent on average on 


meats," Bill said after a brief pause for 
some mental calculations. "Up to 20 per 
cent when we have specials on canned 
and packaged foods. 
" "The savings are not nearly as big as 
they were, but if a customer really uses 
die specials, she can pick up bargains 
against today's regular prices. And 
$rhen she finds a real bargain, she 
should stock up." 
T 
Stores pick up bargains 


- "Level with me," I then asked John 
Montouri, owner of a specialty food 
store near our apartment in lower 
Manhattan. 
; "We don't have regular specials, but 
when we pick up bargains ourselves, 
we pass them on — and then customers 
can save up to 25 per cent on meats, 10 
to 15 per cent on fish, and they can save 
similarly on other foods, too. 


"If our customers and ordinary 


passers-by watch our store window 
ads, they can save." (The afternoon I 
called. Montouri had lamb chops on 
sale at SI.79. against a regular price of 
$2.39. His supplier had a surplus, so 
Jefferson Market's customers had a 
bargain day.) 
- "Level with me," I next asked Jean 
Rainey of the National Assn. of Food 
Qhains and author of "How To Shop 
For Food." 
- "15 per cent," she answered without 
hesitation. "That's the latest estimate." 


— The evidence surely seems indis- 


putable and this covers small super- 
markets, specialty stores and chains. 
So, even more specifically, when you 
find a bargain in meats you consume in 
quantity, stock your home freezer with 
your purchases. But don't try to stretch 
the maximum storage periods. 


How long can meat be kept? 


For instance, you may keep frozen 


beef roasts 12 months, but 
the 


maximum period for ground beef is 
three months. You may freeze a lamb 
roast for 12 months, but the maximum 
storage time for bacon is one month, 
and for cured pork, two months. The 
top for fresh pork roasts is eight 
months, but for pork sausage it's only 
two months These maximums also 
assume you have packaged the meats 
properly, that they are of good quality 
to begin with and your freezer is at zero 
degrees (F). 


—Make sure the price marked on the 


package reflects the advertised special. 
And if you can't find any packages left 
at the special price, remind the super- 
market manager that a Federal Trade 
Commission rule requires that adver- 
tised specials be adequately stocked at 
or below the advertised special prices. 


— As a routine precaution when 


buying meats on special, watch closely

— If you can afford to spend the 


money at one time and have some 
storage space, look for specials offering 
case lots and take advantage of them. 


As food becomes more and more 


expensive, you will find that you must 
shop in several stores to get the 
maximum benefit from the special 
sales. If you have the time and inclina- 
tion, okay —but don't ignore the cost in 
gas and oil and wear and tear. 


It is not as easy as it was to cut your 


food costs to offset the overall price 
increases. But it can be'done by this rule 
alone — even as the buying power of 
your dollar shrinks every day to new 
all-time lows.

Then a two-party military commission 
composed of South Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong representatives will take its 
place. 


Canada, Hungary. Indonesia and 


Poland each will supply one-fourth of 
the total personnel of the International 
Commission of Control and Super- 
vision. 


These joint units will be scattered 


throughout South Vietnam to observe 
and investigate violations of the cease- 
fire agreement which will be signed and 
go into effect on Saturday. 


The size of the international force, 


while far short of the 5,000 men sought 
by the United States, is about four times 
greater than the 250-man force 
proposed by the North Vietnamese. 


Unanimity is required in any votes 


taken by this commission. But the 
v.ommission must investigate at the 
request of any of the four parties and 
must report minority and separate 
views of its members. 


The temporary, four-party Joint 


Military Commission set up by the 
agreement is composed of representat- 
ives of the United States. South Viet- 
nam. North Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 


The four-party commission will have 


a ceiling of 3,300 personnel, working out 
of a headquarters in Saigon with seven 
regional joint commissions and 26 
teams scattered 'throughout South 
Vietnam.

White House summary, is intended "to 
deter and detect violations" of the 
agreement, "to carry out necessarv 
observations and investigations, and to 
be a forum to settle differences."

Bombing won't end until Saturday 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pentagon 


officials say U.S. warplanes will con- 
tinue to bomb North Vietnamese supply- 
lines in Southern Laos and to help South 
Vietnamese ground troops until Satur- 
day's ceasefire. 


These officials expect both Com- 


munist and South Vietnamese forces to 
grasp for more territory over the next 
four days. The shooting is supposed to 
stop at 7 p.m., EST, Saturday. 


Keeping up U.S. air strikes carries 


with it the obvious danger that more 
American airmen may be killed in the 
last few days of the 11 -year war. 


However, the enemy antiaircraft 


threat is said to be relatively light in 
those areas. 


Manned reconnaissance flights were 


halted over North Vietnam where 
enemy antiaircraft guns and missiles 
are thickest. Since this was done more 
than a week ago, reliance has been 
placed on radio-controlled robot 
aircraft carrying cameras. 


Although the main purpose was to 


avoid any shooting incident that might 
have upset the peace negotiations at a 
delicate stage, an important byproduct 
was the minimizing of U.S. casualties in 
the last days of the war. 


Many U.S. military men predict the 


cease-fire will mark only a pause in the 
long war between the Communist and 
anti-Comrnunist Vietnamese. 


If there is a need for air power to 


support South Vietnamese ground 
troops in any new fighting, Pentagon 
officials insist it will be up to the South 
Vietnamese air force to provide that 
support. 


Hurrying to get in ahead of the 


cease-fire, the Uited States over the past 
several months has built up Saigon's air 
force to more than 2,400 airplanes and 
helicopters. 


Defense authorities anticipate no 


difficulties in withdrawing the last 


23,700 American military men from 
Vietnam during the 60-day period 
allotted for that purpose. 


The headquarters of the U.S. Air 


Force in Indochina will be shifted after 
the cease-fire from Saigon to a base in 
Thailand. 


Meanwhile, officials have said the 


United States probably will delay any 
major cutback of air power in Thailand 
until after all American servicemen are 
safely out of South Vietnam and all 
American prisoners of war have been 
returned. 


Even then, the United States will 


maintain significant air and naval 
forces in Thailand and in Southeast 
Asian waters. 


There are nearly 500 U.S. bombers, 


fighters and gunships in Thailand, plus 
at least 250 strike planes aboard aircraft 
carriers with the U.S. 7th Fleet in the 
Southeast Asian area. 


The Air Force maintains about 150 


B52 bombers on Guam. 


Besides the American servicemen still 


in South Vietnam, there are about 
100,000 American airmen and Navy men 
in Thailand, on Guam and-with the 7th 
Fleet.

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State newsmen urge 
passage of shield law 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Newsmen 


need an unqualified shield law to prot- 
ect sources of information if they are to 
"carry out their mission" in a free 
society, a Wisconsin legislative com- 
mittee was told Tuesday. 


Richard Leonard, vice president and 


editor of the Milwaukee Journal, tes- 
tified that recent jailings of newsmen 
for refusal to identify their sources 
necessitated adoption of the measure. 


He and other news media spokesman 


declared the First Amendment has 
come under attack because of the 
jailings. 


If newsmen are to fulfill their 


"watchdog role" in society, Leonard 
said, they must have "this right, this 
function, this privilege" not to disclose 
sources of news. 


"The press needs it to carry out the 


mission that we've been given," 
Leonard told the Assembly Judiciary

Evans and Novak 
Reduction of Agnew's 
staff raises questions 


WASHINGTON —The White House 


has decreed an important reduction in 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew's tiny 
personal staff which will strip him of 
long-time aides J. Roy Goodearle and 
Herbert Thompson — a move certain to 
be interpreted as a sign of Agnew's 
political deciine. 


Agnew has had at least two conver- 


sations with President Nixon since the 
election, but the staff reductions or- 
dered by White House major domo H. 
R. (Bob) Haldernan and former person- 
nel chief Fredenck Malek apparently 
were not discussed 


Rather, the vice president's staff was 


"routinely" ordered to be trimmed 
down as pan of Mr. Nixon's overall 
staff reduction inside the White House- 
Many key White House staffers, 
however, were promoted to high jobs in 
cabinet-level departments and remain 
closely linked to the White House 
operation. That is not true of 
Goodearle, who has been Agnew's 
political liaison chief, and Thompson, a 
speechwriter who was Agnew's press 
secretary as governor of Maryland. 
They will stay in government, but in 
"non-political jobs. 


Weakened at bad time 


These involuntary staff reductions 


coincide with the voluntary departure 
of press secretary Vic Gold, who is 
quitting to write a book. Agnew's poli- 
tical staff, never one of his strengths, is 
now weaker than ever at a moment npe 
for building a national operation aim- 
ing toward the 1976 presidential 
nomination. 


More important, all this casts new 


doubts on the President's congeniality 
toward Agnew. Republican politicians 
aware of the staff reductions say pri- 
vatelv Mr. Nixon would have demon- 


strated normal courtesy toward Agnew 
by exempting the vice president's small 
staff from personnel cuts in the 
overblown White House staff. 


They quickly add Mr. Nixon himself 


may not even know about the cuts. The 
mere fact they were ordered by 
Haldernan. however, is evidence that 
Agnew's standing with the White 
House palace guard is chilly at the very 
least. 


Wall Street cowboys 


A major House Ways and Means 


Committee investigation which may tie 
booming cattle operations of "Wall 
Street cowboys" to soaring beef prices 
is being quietly planned by chairman 
Wilbur Mills. 


Mills worries that tax benefits 


originally written for low-bracket 
farmers are being used by high-bracket 
city slickers in a way that bids up beef 
prices. Therefore in his tax reform 
hearings. Mills will dig into the law now 
permitting enormous tax deductions — 
sometimes exceeding 100 per cent — 
covering the entire cost of feed for 
feeder cattle fattened on the range or in 
feeder lots. For Wall Street farmers, 
these deductions produce large and 
immediate tax savings. 


Mills is concerned that the growing 


capital now moving into the cattle-fat- 
tening business as a tax shelter may be 
bidding up the price of the finished 
product — an argument he may use to 
close one of the oldest and biggest 
loopholes in the tax code. 


Greek tragedy 


The State Department, notorious in 


ignoring excesses of the Greek military 
dictatorship, has been privately asked 
by a senior member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee to intervene 


in behalf of a threatened Greek poli- 
tician. 


Rep. Ben Rosenthal of New York, 


chairman 
of 
the 
subcommittee 


handling Greek affairs, has personally 
asked Secretary of State William 
Rogers to make an extraordinary in- 
tervention to save John Zigdis (a 
cabinet minister in parliamentary days) 
from going back to jail. 


The disgraceful Zigdis case began in 


April 1970, with an interview he gave to 
"Ethnos," the highly-esteemed Athens 
newspaper. Because the article was 
critical of the military junta, the news- 
paper was shut down and Zigdis and its 
editors thrown in jail. 


After 22 months, Zigdis was released 


because of deteriorating health. But he 
is now threatened with a return to jail. 
A new, highly-publicized decree 
promising review of verdicts by Ex- 
traordinary Courts Martial specifically 
excluded Zigdis. 


Thus, barring high-level U.S. inter- 


vention, Zigdis faces prison again this 
week. In a letter to Greek exile leader 
Elias Demetracopoulos, Rosenthal said 
that since the U.S. "has offered material 
and moral support to the present Greek 
government, it bears the responsibility 
with that government for the status of 
political prisoners like Mr. Zigdis."

Guthrie actor 
has area ties

When Gerald J. Quimby was a 


student at Fond du Lac's Goodrich 
High School in the late 1950s, he was 
interested in athletics a great deal and 
had a goal of becoming a physical 
education major. 
r As a sideline activity, he acted in 
$chooi and community theater plays, 
well enough so his high school director, 
James Schroom, suggested he think 
about acting as a career. Gerry didn't 
think much of the idea. . .at first. But 
after a bit more exposure to the roar of 
ttte greasepaint, etc., he decided 
Schroom was right, so he changed 
majors and schools, transferring from 
the then Wisconsin State College-La 
Crosse to Oshkosh. 


He's been hooked ever since. 
Since last year, Quimby has been a 


resident actor with the highly-regarded 
Guthrie Theater Company, based in 
Minneapolis, a touring company of 
which opens at 8 p.m. tonight a four 
day stand in the Fox Cities of the com- 
pany's most successful play of the 
ctirrent season, "Of Mice and Men," 
based on the late John Steinbeck's 
popular short novel. At last report, 
many good seats were available for 
tonight's performance at Neenah's 
new. 1,600-seat Armstrong High School 
auditorium. Those interested in seeing 
the production would be well-advised 
to attend tonight, because the other 
two performances open to the public, 
Friday and Saturday at Lawrence 
University's Stansbury Theatre, have 
been sold out for weeks. 


It was more than a hop. skip and 


jump for Quimby between his decision 
to become an actor and the joining with 
Guthrie. which is his first big break. 
Gerry has done a variety of things, 
ranging from touring road shows to 
stand-up comedy to teaching high 
school to commercials to modeling. . 
you name it. He spent a stint in the Air 
FoTce, got married and eventually, in 
1968, received his college degree at La 
Crosse. 


Quimby first received feeling from 


Guthrie when he attended one of the 
company's concentrated, one-week 
courses during the summer. The 
troupe's new artistic director, Michael 
Langham, who was hired after the 
founder. Sir Tyrone Guthrie, died, in- 
vited Gerry to join the organization, 
but due to projects in which he was 
involved at Mayville High School, 
where he was a teacher, Quimby 
declined. 


Around Christinas of that year, 1971, 


Langham approached him again and 
Quimby, who by that time had dis- 
cussed the matter thoroughly with wife 
Sharon, agreed. 


His first roles at Guthrie were mainly 


walk-ons and spear-carrying, but for 
this season, his second, Quimby has 
been used a great deal more in speaking 
roles. His portrayal of the Boss in "Of 
Mice and Men" was his first "good 
sized" part for Guthrie. Gerry has 
managed more time on stage than most 
actors in their second season, because 
of a recurring problem of flu within the 
company. As a result, his understudy 
capacity has evolved into a great deal 
of time before an audience. 


Quimby would love to stay with 


Guthrie for several more seasons. "The 
only way to grow is work," he said, and 
at Guthrie the amount of work 
increases proportionate to the time 
with the troupe. He has no strong 
inclination to try the New York theater 
scene, which he feels is dying. Quimby 
said the real action is with repertory 
companies and good actors are content 
to stay in the so-called "provinces" 
rather than starve in New York. Within 
five years, New York may be dead as a 
theater nerve center, Quimby predict- 
ed. "All of a sudden it's over."

Gas tax hike needed 
to provide road aids 


MILWAUKEE (AP) —There won't be 


anything extra in the state's road-repair 
budget for counties unless gasoline 
excise taxes are increased. Wisconsin's 
secretary of transportation said Tues- 
day. 


Norman Clapp said he has suggested 


to Gov. Patrick J Lucey that state aid to 
county highway budgets during the 
1973-75 fiscal biennium be held to 1972 
levels. 


The move, he said, could save an 


estimated $16 million for the state's 
mam road construction budget. 


"Our 1973 highway construction 


program limits work on bread-and- 
butter roads to resurfacing, repairs of 
structural deficiencies and selected 
safety improvments." Clapp said. 


Clapp. addressing the 60th annual 


Wisconsin Highway Conference, said 
he sympathizes with the effect the 
move rnav have on iocal road 
improvement plans. 


He cited the need lor additional 


resources in the state construction fund 
for impro\emems in the state's two 
lane roads in "our areas but who, at the 


same time, are conscious of the needs of 
local governments for state highways 
aids, have to face this choice along with 
us.'' he said. 


The Transportation Department's 


proposed 1973 construction budget is 
$153 million, about $37 million less than 
that of 1972 because of the Nixon ad- 
ministration's curtailment of assistance 
to states, he said. 


IS a "decision is made not to freeze 


local aids and allow us to capture the $16 
million of growth revenue for bread and 
butter roads," he said. "I see no practical 
alternative but to increase the gasoline 
tax" 


Clapp said his proposal reflects a need 


for fiscal economy, describing it as "an 
emergencv need m the coming bien- 
nium." 


"It is a one-shot proposition to meet 


an immediate financial problem." he 
said. 


Clapp said the restraint is a response 


to Lucey's request that state agencies 
submit conservative budget requests to 
the legislature in hope of avoiding 
increases in personal income taxes.

heating fuel shortage Is a symptom of a 
longer-range energy crisis, a legislative 
committee was told Tuesday. 


State Sen. Douglas La Follette, D- 


Kenosha, and the state Public Service 
Commission chairman, William Eich, 
said the fuel crunch is only an inkling of 
things to come unless consumers alter 
their ways. 


About 60 persons were on hand as the 


Assembly's Consumer Affairs Commit- 
tee, chaired by Rep. Harout Sanasarian, 
D-Milwaukee, began hearings on the 
fuel shortage. 


Eich said citizens can expect power 


shortages in the future "unless we can 
develop a much more rational approach 
to the way we use our energy 
resources." 


La Follette blamed the problem on 


what he called an energy monopoly by 
power companies. 


Republican Rep. George Klicka of 


Wauwatosa asked if restrictions on use 
of the Point Beach nuclear-power elec- 
tricity plant near Manitowoc were 
contributing to a fuel shortage. Eich 
said they were. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that the 


unavailability of that plant is certainly 
related to the fuel crisis we're seeing 
now," Eich contended. 


Klicka said the plant could reduce 


consumption of fuel oil in Wisconsin by 
400.000 gallons each day and gas by up 
to 50 million cubic feet per day if it were 
allowed to operate at full capacity. 


Eich said the PSC is urging the At- 


omic Energy Commission to hurry with 
a ruling on whether the plant should be 
allowed to operate at capacity. 


Its operations have been restricted by 


the AEC during review of nuclear safety 
factors and by protests from environ- 
mentalists.

Lucey's task force issued a report last 
October saying that "overwhelming 
evidence exists to demonstrate that 
chiropractic theory and practice have 
no scientific validity, and do have the 
potentional for doing substantial 
physical harm." 


The task force, headed by Madison 


businessman David Carley, recom- 
mended that the state refuse to permit 
the use of any public resources to 
further the practice of chiropractic. It 
recommended that legislation be passed 
to remove chiropractic services from 
coverage under the workmen's com- 
pensation law. 


The association countered the task 


force statement by quoting from what it 
called a "large volume of scientific 
literature from both medical and non- 
medical sources which tends to support 
chiropractic theory and practice."

There ore as many ways to make soup as there are people to sup it. Every 


culture in the world has its favorite and frequently points with pride to 
regional varieties. The Austrians can't live without it, at least every meal 
starts off with its bowl of soup. It may be thin or thick, it may be a bisque or 
bouillon, it can be a vegetable collection simmered with meat or it may be 
fish. Sometimes the soup is served with beautiful, light dumplings but it 
always is there, a steaming tureen filled with to the brim, ready for ladling 
into the decorated soup cups or bowls. The Austrian girls are as careful 
about collecting their dowry of soup tureens and bouillon cups and saucers 
as they are their supplies of linens, blankets and tableware. 


In France, soup making is an art which every young girl learns from farm 


and village to city gal with a way with foods. The stock comes first, then the 
just-right seasonings. Ingredients must be fresh—no leftovers. The last rule is 
that soup must be served piping hot unless it's a vichyssoise designed for 
chilling and serving icy cold. Soups of the Sea have their origins in the 
countrysides that border the seacoasts and some of the best fish and 
seafood soups in the world corne from age-old recipes of the fisherfolk. 
Most soups are people-food and make the best eating in the world, too, 
with recipes similar but never quite alike. 


Add to these the recipes adapted to American households and needs, the 


low-calorie mushroom soup for one. It's the flavorful, nutrient-rich 
concoction of mushrooms (fresh or canned), beef broth, celery, carrot and 
leaf spinach. A one-cup serving totals a low 46 calorie count. The recipe fits 
the modern woman of today and her constant watch on weight. The 
Goulash Soup is another American recipe based on a European base and 
an English seasoning of Worcestershire Sauce to give it zest. This is a hearty 
mixture of beef chunks with vegetables to make a soup to fit the season. 
Served with thick slices of French or Italian bread, it becomes a simple but 
richly satisfying meal.

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Family papers 
go into safe 
deposit box

What family papers to put in a safe 


deposit box at the bank and what 
papers to keep at home is always a 
question. Two groups of papers need to 
be stored in a safe deposit box — finan- 
cial papers and family records. 


The financial papers are such things 


as stocks and bonds, all insurance 
policies and the deeds, abstracts, mort- 
gages and notes for real estate. It's a 
good idea to make a summary noting 
all insurance policies, listing the name 
and address of the company, policy 
number, beneficiary, premium and date 
payable, benefits and coverage. Keep a 
copy of this summary in the bank box 
along with the policies. 


A summary of savings and invest- 


ments giving the way investments are 
owned, date and price of purchase, 
annual interest or dividend and present 
market value is a good idea. Keep one 
copy in the safe deposit box. 


Family records of all sorts need to be 


in safe keeping. Collect the birth cer- 
tificate for each member of the family, 
or adoption papers and store them 
away. In Wisconsin, if a birth isn't 
recorded the County Register of Deeds 
can issue a delayed registration. 


Citizenship papers, marriage and 


divorce papers and all military papers 
including discharge, disability and in- 
surance need to be kept in the safe 
deposit box. It may be well to have 
discharge papers recorded with the 
Register of Deeds at the county seat- 


Two other items need to go in the 


safe deposit box — the bottom of the 
social security cards belonging to 
family members and the original copy 
of the family will. Or leave the will with 
a county judge or the family lawyer. 
Keep a copy of the will at home and it 
may be a good idea to let other family 
members or friends know where it is. 


It's also a good idea to make a sum- 


man,- of savings and investments and 
keep it in a safe place. List total in 
savings accounts, stocks and bonds, 
and other savings, along with date and 
price of purchase, annual interest or 
dividend and present market value. 
Keep a carbon of the summary with 
other safe deposit box papers. -

and announced in bald terms bv Hanoi 
radio. 


In essence, the agreement and four 


accompanying diplomatic documents, 
called protocols, hew close to a 
Washington-Hanoi draft agreement 
made known last Oct. 26—the day when 
Henry A. Kissinger, President Nixon's 
chief negotiator, proclaimed that 
"peace is at hand." 


The settlement package calls for a 


four-power international control com- 
mission force of 1,160 persons to go to 
South Vietnam as a peace-keeping unit. 
The number contrasted with the 
original Hanoi demand for a ceiling of 
250 personnel and an American 
suggestion of 5,000. 


Despite the imminence of the cease- 


fire. Communist attacks in South Viet- 
nam doubled overnight. South Viet- 
namese claimed the Communists were 
trying for last-minute gains before the 
truce takes effect. 


The agreement disclosed for the first 


time that both the People's Republic of 
China and the Soviet Union are 
proposed as participants in an internat- 
ional conference to be held within 30 
days to try to guarantee that the peace 
plan works. 


Other conference participants being 


proposed by the United States and 
North Vietnam are France, the United 
Kingdom, the four countries of the 
international control commission- 
Hungary. Canada, Indonesia and 
Poland — and the Secretary-General of 
the United Nations. 


Hanoi and Washington also would 


participate. 


The formal agreement declares that 


the South Vietnamese people have an 
inalienable right to self-determination 
and "shall decide themselves the polit- 
ical future of South Vietnam through 
genuinely free and democratic general 
elections under international super- 
vision." 


The South Vietnamese government 


and the Viet Cong are barred by the 
agreement from "all hostile acts, 
terrorism and reprisals" once the 
cease-fire begins. Another section bars 
"discrimination against individuals or 
organizations that have collaborated 
with one side or the other." 


To help shape South Vietnam's polit- 


ical future a National Council of Nat- 
ional Reconciliation and Concord will 
be set up with equal representation 
given to the Saigon regime, the Viet 
Cong and neutral parties. 


"The council shall operate on the 


principle of unanimity," the document 
said. 
r 


The agreement envisions signing by 


the Saigon government and Viet Cong 
of their own accord on internal matters, 
hopefully within 90 days following the 
cease-fire. 


The nine-year-old demilitarized zone 


between North and South was recog- 
nized as "'only provisional and not a 
political or territorial boundary." The 
agreement 
envisions 
ultimate 


reunification of Vietnam on the basis of 
a North-South settlement, "without 
coercion or annexation by either partv." 


As expected, the settlement includes 


a vaguely worded promise of future 
American aid to the Hanoi government. 


It said: 
"The United States anticipated that 


this agreement will usher in an era of 
reconciliation with the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam as with all people 
of Indochina. In pursuance of its tradit- 
ional policy, the United States will 
contribute to healing the wounds of war 
and to post-war reconstruction of the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam and 
throughout Indochina. 


The Saturday ceremony in Paris calls 


for the signing of two separate but 
virtually identical documents, major 
differences being in the preamble sec- 
tion. 


One document will be signed by 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and -by North Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Tran Van Lam. The other will 
bear the signatures of Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Duy Trmh for the Saigon 
government and Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Thi Bmh for the Viet Cong 


The accord forbids Saigon and the 


Viet Cong to accept foreign troops, 
military advisers, armaments and other 
war goods. However, the document 
adds- 


"The two South Vietnamese parties 


shall be permitted to make periodic 
replacement of armaments, munitions 
and war material which have been 
destroyed, damaged, worn out or used 
after the cease-fire, on the basis of 
piece-for-piece 
of these

characteristics and properties " The 
international control commission 
would supervise such operations. 


Nixon asserted that the agreement, 


initialed by aide Henry A. Kissinger and 
Hanoi's Le Due Tho. meets all condit- 
ions "that we considered essential for 
peace with honor." 


One who stood by that goal to the 


point of retiring from the presidency as 
the war generated increasing 
homefront dissent was the late Lyndon 
B. Johnson, whose body was being 
flown here today to lie'in state under the 
Capitol dome. Of his Democratic 
predecessor, Nixon said- 


"In his life President Johnson endured 


the villification of those who sought to 
portray him as a man of war. But there 
was nothing he cared about more deeply 
than achieving a lasting peace in the 
world ... No one would have welcomed 
this peace more than he." 


Nixon emphasized, in his ll-mmute 


address from the White House, that the 
United States "will continue to recog- 
nize the government of the Republic of 
Vietnam as the sole legitimate govern- 
ment of South Vietnam."

The second changes comes in the 


legislative proposal which encourages 
the development of county-wide health 
departments, based on the principle 
that public health problems are not 
confined to county boundaries and, 
therefore, the state has the respon- 
sibility for the financial base to meet 
these problems. The proportion of 
financing would be 75 per cent for the 
state and 25 per cent for the county, she 
said. According to the proposal, the 
policy determination and administra- 
tion of operation would be a local res- 
ponsibility allowing for contractual 
service. It is anticipated, she said, that 
this proposal will be introduced to the 
legislature within the next few months. 


The third change, Miss Murphy said, 


deals with the early and periodic 
screening, diagnosis and treatment 
program for Medicaid (Title 19) eligible 
persons ages 0 to 21.

Devaney 
blasts new 
NCAA rule

"Bad" and "short-sighted" were two 


of the milder terms used by an incensed 
Bob Devanev to describe his opinions of 
the new football scholarship restric- 
tion recently voted by the NCAA. 


Devaney, former football coach and 


current athletic director at Nebraska, 
was calm and affable in a pre-Red 
Smith banquet interview here Tuesday 
until reminded of the recent action that 
would limit grid scholarships to 30 per 
year and 105 for a school's four classes 


"This will hurt college football as a 


whole," in Devaney's opinion. "College 
football is in competition with the pros 
and it has reached a point where it is 
more interesting to watch than pro 
football.. .Let's not cut down and make 
them all equal to Hofstra." 


The Big 10, said Devaney, "went with 


30 scholarships and dropped down to 
the point of getting the hell kicked out 
of it. . .Now the Big 10 has raised its 
scholarship quota to 120 overall." 


In Devaney's judgment, the new rule 


will help densely populated areas — 
schools such as UCLA, Penn State and 
Texas — because they'll have more 
prospective student-athletes to pick 
from. Other schools, such as Nebraska, 
"will have to run out for the super 
athletes and won't be able to give 
home-state kids an opportunity." 


The Nebraska sports chief pointed 


out that the current Big 8 rule — per- 
mitting 45 scholarships annually — 
gives "a few extra kids a chance to get 
an education." Devaney estimated that 
90 per cent"of athletes need financial 
help in college. 


"They (NCAA) are trving to save 


money by this ne\v rule — but they 
haven't studied the situation," said 
Devaney. He feels it's unrealistic to 
lump all schools (whether they have 
500 students or 50.000) together. Divid- 
ing the large and small schools into 
completely separate organizations is 
essential, in Devaney's view. 


In other areas, Devaney said: 
I. He has talked to some clubs about 


pro coaching possibilities "but not in a 
serious enough vein for offers to be 
made 


2 "Dan Devine has done a fine job of 


coaching and organizing and the 
Packers are as good a team as any of

Increasing trade with Russia 


The massive American grain deal with the Soviet Union is 


expected to put this country in the forefront among Russian 
trading partners for 1972. But whether we will stay ahead in the 
nature — or whether we should — depends upon some other 
changes than encouraging the sale of wheat to a Communist 
regime. 


Actually aside from the grain exports, the United States had 


tripled its exports to Russia in the first eleven months of 1972 
over the same period in 1971. The major sales were by Interna- 
tional Harvester and Caterpillar Tractor of equipment for 
pipeline laying and foundries. These sales alone put us ahead of 
France and Italy in amounts sold to Russia and the grain may set 
us ahead of Russia's major non-Communist trading countries, 
Japan. West Germany, Britain and Finland. 


But the main source of the funds to buy the American 


products has come from credit, in large part private credit. The 
Russians are clearly concerned about this factor and the 
considerable imbalance of trade it suggests. While Soviet 
imports from the United States jumped from $13 million for the 
first eleven months of 1971 to $49 million for the same period in 
1972. its exports to the United States increased only from $54 
million to $83 million. It is the future which worries Russian 
economists. A specialist writing in a recent issue of U.S.A. said 
that it is impossible for "the Soviet Union systematically to 
finance its purchases from the United States from hard currency 
earnings from exports to other countries." 


The most obvious solution is for increased exports to the 


United States and this depends, according to the Russians, upon 
equal tariff treatment by the United States toward Russian 
products and some credits from the Export-Import Bank. 


Since the United States is currently facing fuel shortages and 


the Soviet Union is developing its natural gas and oil resources 
and, with American equipment, pipelining much to Western 
Europe, does anyone seriously doubt that soon we'll be lighting 
our lights and running our machinery with Russian fuel? 


We've come a long way from those efforts to stop Americans 


from buying Polish hams. 


French must be purified 


Now that the British are in the Common Market, the French 


are more than ever worried about the purity of their language — 
at least French officials are. 


French used to be the major diplomatic language, used 


whenever representatives of "civilized" countries met. It was 
also considered of primary importance in literary circles, at least 
in the Western world, even during the height of the power of the 
British Empire. 


But the Americans ruined all that. 
Yankee slang became popular during the euphoric days of the 


first World War and its early aftermath. American influence all 
around the world boomed during World War H'and since. The 
French, kicked out of their colonies, found Americanisms 
penetrating their very nation. They tried to keep out everything 
from Coca Cola (even to replace wine in a country with one of 
the highest alcoholism rates in the world) to fried eggs to okay. 


A terminology commission has now been set up. The Official 


Gazette has already found 350 French words that can — and are 
ordered to be —substituted for English words that have come 
into general use. So far the commission is delving into foreign 
terms in the theater, television, transportation and space 
technology but has announced it will investigate careless 
talking in finance, sports, computer and tourism pretty soon. 


"Flashback" is "retrospectif," "one man show" is "spectacle 


solo," "hit parade" is "palmares," "tanker" is "navire citerne." If 
French translations can't be found, French pronunciations are 
to be used —"pipeline" is "peep-leen," for instance. 


It's the same old story. Somehow national pride is upheld if the 


language is different whether it is French, Gaelic, a Hindu 
dialect, or English among Puerto Rican children in New York. 
Whether anyone understands anyone else doesn't matter. 


Birth rate in U.S. declines 


In 1972 the birth rate in the United States hit an all-time low, 


or at least since records were kept starting about 1825. But this is 
no real indication of any possible decline in population. There is 
even a chance it might go the other way. 


The birth rate in 1972 was about 16 for each 1.000 population. 


The fertility rate — the number of births per 1,000 women aged 
15-44 —was also down to about 75. In contrast the latter figure 
in the second quarter of the 19th Century ranged between 200 
and 240! 


Birth rates and fertilitv rates in general showed a gradual but 


definite drop in the United States until the mid-1930's. In 1936 
the birth rate was 18 and the fertility rate was under 76. But then 
the situation changed and no one really knows why. Up went the 
curve to 80 in 1940. to 88 in 1944, 107 in 1948 and so on until 1957 
when it reached 123. That babv boom everyone talked about was 
real. There was an amazing 54 per cent increase in the popula- 
tion in the United States between 1940 and 1970. 


.All sorts of predictions are being made now. One is that the 


skyrocketing birth rate will occur once more in some sort of 
reaction to the current trend toward smaller families, child 
spacing and adoption rather than having one's own. Another is 
that new methods of contraception, legalized abortion, the 
concern about the environment, wars, overpopulation and the 
"quality of life" will mean a continued and drastic drop until 
population growth in the country will stop and even start to 
decline. 


But neither extreme is likelv to happen The country- is not just 


emerging from a major economic depression as it did in the 30's. 
There is no sign of a mass rush into marriage as there was during 
World War II. Surveys indicate that so far young couples 
consider a two child familv about the ideal. 


Those who warn about a population decrease fail to note the 


percentage of women in thr reproductive age groups. The boom 
babies are still growing up and producing children themselves. 
Between 1944 and 1956 the number of women in the high fertility 
age group of 20 to 29 actually decreased. But by 1980 there will 
be 20 million women of that age in the United States — almost 
twice as many as in 1956. 


Improved methods of contraception and abortion and atti- 


tudes toward both probably will mean much more family 
planning than in earlier years. But attitudes toward the size of 
the desired family are more difficult to predict. The really 
important matter is the care of the children born in this country 
and not the number of them.

Lobbyists register for new session 


MADISON — The first report on the regis- 


tration of lobbyists for the new session of the 
legislature as filed with the clerks of the two 
houses as required by law runs to 16 pages of 
closely typed names, purposes and clientele. 


As the session proceeds, the list will lengthen 


and by spring the register will show perhaps 400 
or more men and women who have paid Secre- 
tary of State Robert C. Zimmerman $10 for the 
license they are required to carry. It entitles 
them to talk for pay to the legislators on the 
problems of clients whose worries and aspira- 
tions are as varied as are human enterprise, 
interests, fears, hopes and prejudices. 


Parenthetically, the reporter who 
oc- 


casionally peruses these lists and ponders the 
evident resources of some of the clients who 
hire mouthpieces for legislative intervention 
wonders why the law has fixed such a modest 
price for the license to go legislative vote 
hunting. It costs most sportsmen more to hunt 
fish and game. 


It's widely misunderstood 


According to the questions that are asked 


when statehouse reporters travel around the 
state and the evidence of mail from readers, 
there is no aspect of legislative affairs that is as 
mysteriously interesting — and as 'widely 
misunderstood —as lobbying. 


The word is colloquial, deriving obviously 


from "lobby." It has won acceptance because 


the retained agents of special interests in poli- 
tics and legislation typically ply their ancient 
trade in the lobbies of legislative assemblies and 
other agencies of government. 


There were lobbyists on hand at the first 


session of the state legislature 125 years ago 
who were interested in the selection of a site for 
the future state Capitol, among other matters. 
There have been lobbyists under one name or 
another during the whole history of represen- 
tative government — and no doubt during the 
eras of autocratic and aristocratic rule as well. 


The lobbyist is an advocate and counsel 


whose 
persuasiveness, 
understanding, 


experience, and acquaintanceship are available 
for hire. This the typical lobbyist here and 
elsewhere is a lawyer although there are no 
technical prerequisites for licensing and some 
of the most effective of the sideline representa- 
tives have no legal training whatever. 


Indeed, some of the more prominent of the 


.clan are graduates of the legislature or other 
political experience which is relevant to their 
assignments. The listing of some of the clientele 
under the names in the lobby registry, 
moreover, suggests that some of them have 
found their employment highly lucrative. 


Not wholly respectable 


One of the reasons, perhaps, why the lobbyist 


tends to charge substantial fees is that the 
profession — if a profession it is — is not yet 


wholly respectable. There is a universal impu- 
tation of impropriety about it, the widespread 
notion that the man who is elected to represent 
a constituency in Madison should not listen to 
any other counsel than that of his constituents, 
or any other judgment except his own when he 
records himself on roll calls. 


In a primitive time that would be plausible 


enough. The lobbyist will prosper and 
proliferate, as government and legislation 
become more complex and difficult, as the 
issues are increasingly blurred, and as pressure 
groups become ever more sophisticated. For 
every force there is a counterforce. 


Churches have lobbyists. Teachers have 


lobbyists, doctors and firemen, grocers, news- 
paper publishers. It is virtually impossible to 
name a distinctive component of the com- 
munity that is not represented by a lobbyist, 
although all of its members may not always be 
aware of it. A great new lobby force is the 
collective interest of the hugely expanding 
government bureaucracy. 


Is lobbying honorable, or are some of the 


fears about hired men skulking through dark 
corridors corrupting the representatives of the 
people true? There is no easy answer. The only 
assurance of honest government is eternal 
vigilance. But a fair conclusion is that lobbying 
is as effectively controlled in Madison as 
anywhere.

Student unrest 
nothing new 


Riffling through all the journals and 


publications that have piled up on my 
desk the last few months, and trying to 
decide what to file away and what to 
throw away, I came across a fascinat- 
ing piece I should have mentioned 
months ago.

From the period of the American 


Revolution right up to the Civil War — 
the first 85 years of our national exis- 
tence — student unrest "was more 
prevalent and more violent" than in 
any other period of history prior to the 
1960s. 


By 1800, we are told, "students were 


becoming more insistent upon being 
•'treated as 'gentlemen' and upon 
receiving their 'rights' . . . This new 


Georgia Lt. Gov.

In 1851. the University of North 


Carolina had an enrollment of 230; 
during the year the faculty dealt with 
282 cases of delinquent behavior. In 
1841, Yale students defeated New 
Haven firemen in a brawl, destroying 
their equipment. In 1807 at Princeton 
half the student body were suspended. 
Twenty years later the University of 
Virginia was the scene of student riots, 
with armed and masked students pa- 
trolling the campus. College presidents 
were shot, stabbed and bombed; a Yale 
professor armed himself with two pis- 
tols for an entire summer. 


Student unrest is as old as the earliest 


of medieval universities. The only- 
things new are the reasons and ra- 
tionalizations. This is why those who 
are 
ignorant 
of 
history 
are 


overwhelmed bv current events. 


As Washington Democrats wheel 


and turn to cope with the new power 
and ambition of Richard Nixon, they

Kennedy, has come in for sharp 
debunking. Witness books like Henry 
Fairlie's "The Politics of Expectation" 
describing how JFK delighted with 
style and disappointed with substance. 
Edward M. Kennedy himself has suf- 
fered some vicious — and I think 
damning —psycho-portraiture in a new 
study entitled "The Kennedy Neurosis" 
by Nancy Gager Clinch (Grosset and 
Dunlap). Psychohistorian Clinch, a 
liberal Democrat, argues that "what 
should concern the American voter" is 
a fabric of incidents in EMK's life "that 
suggest all too clearly an underlying 
trend towards reckless 
behavior 


complete with elements of arrogance, 
grandiosity, and an underlying self 
contempt." 


Will he run? 


True or not, fair or not, Mrs. Clinch's 


analysis offers just a taste of what 
Edward Kennedy would receive in the 
hurly-burly of the 1976 Presidential 
campaign. For my own part. I think he 
knows it, and that he will never ac- 
tually go for the Presidency. So long as 
he avoids the ultimate confrontation, 
he can be the Democratic Party's 
Prince of Wales, last heir of the great 
dynasty, stared at everywhere, mobbed 
by fans, applauded by many (especially 
the unknowing) as The Man Who. 


Whether or not Kennedy is happy in 


this role one cannot say. He does not 
act like a man at ease with himself and 
his circumstances. The fourth son does 
not normally face such burdens, but his 
three older brothers have died before 
him. two building and perpetuating the 
dynasty, and EMK may be a prisoner of 
this mentality and responsibility. 


Dynastic concerns suggest that Ken- 


nedy will not close the door to 1976. 
that he will not rule himself out and 
thereby forfeit the family role and place 
of pre-eminence. And so long as he is 
available, up until the last months of 
1975 when crucial Presidential primary 
filing decisions cannot be avoided. Ed- 
ward Kennedy's name and very little 
more 'Anil make him the frontrunner, a 
man to whom many Democrats would 
even concede the nomination. 


Kennedy's allure reflects and rein- 


forces a central weakness of the na- 
tional Democratic Party — refusal to 
recognize how drastically its consti- 
tuency and 
circumstances 
have 


changed since the mid-Sixties. The new 
"politics of expectation" rely on the 
Kennedy name to win enough of the old 
coalition and to straddle the widening 
chasm between 
big-city ethnics.

Catholic voters is to invite the reply: 
"Yes. but what if Teddy Kennedy 
runs?" And so on. 


Is he disaster bound? 


There are numerous Democrats who 


regard a Kennedy 
candidacy 
as 


disaster-bound for a number of reasons, 
personal and ideological. However, a 
preponderance of Democrats seem to 
look favorably, or at least with 
acquiescence, on the expectation that 
EMK will be the nominee in 1976. This 
puts the national party in something of 
a box. Assume that EMK is unlikely to 
change his present status until 1975, 
then where is the Democratic Party to 
get a leader in the meantime? And what 
is the likelihood 
that a party 


mesmerized by the Kennedy expec- 
tancy is going to make the hard tac- 
tical, ideological and constituency 
decisions'needed to cope with Richard 
Nixon in the next few years? 


Everything Washington Democrats 


cherish has "yesterday" written all over 
it: yesterday's Federal spending 
programs, yesterday's bureaucracy, 
past prerogatives dropped by a weak 
and careless Congress, yesterday's 
hostesses and parties and — most of all 
—yesterday's power. 


Perhaps, then, we should not be 


surprised at the way they are turning to 
the fourth son of yesterday's dynasty.

Nixon's re-election campaign, was the 
first testimony that Mitchell and Stans 
are connected with the fund allegedly 
used to finance the political spying. 


Sloan said he gave a total of $199,000 


in cash to G. Gordon Liddy, the man 
accused of leading the operations which 
culminated in the break-in last June 17 
at Democratic national headquarters in 
the Watergate complex. 


But Sloan testified he had no idea 


what happened to the money he said 
deputy campaign director Jeb 
Magruder authorized him to turn over 
to Liddy. 


"You didn't question Mr. Magruder 


about the purpose of the$199,000?"U.S. 
Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica asked 
Sloan. 
• "No, sir," Sloan replied. "I verified 
-with Mr. Stans and Mr. Mitchell he was 
authorized to make those." 


"You verified it with who?" Sirica 


asked. 


"Secretary Stans, the finance chair- 


man, and I didn't directly, but he verified 
it with John Mitchell, the campaign 
chairman," Sloan said. 


"This $199,000 could be turned over to

Magruder, his authorization was 
authorization enough to turn over the 
sums in question," Sloan responded. 


Magruder and Herbert Porter, former 


director of scheduling for the re-elec- 
tion campaign, testified they had asked 
Liddy to set up an intelligence operation 
to discover any possible dangers to 
Republicans campaigning for the Nixon 
ticket last year and to check on security 
of the party's national convention. 


But both men denied ordering the 


wiretapping and burglary with which 
Liddy, former counsel to both Nixon 
committees, and James W. McCord Jr., 
Nixon campaign security chief, are 
charged.

Under the protocol, the United States, 


North Vietnam and the other warring 
parties are obligated to exchange 
complete lists of captured military per- 
sonnel and civilians on Saturday, the 
same day as the agreement is signed. 


This should provide the first hard 


information on just how many 
Americans servicemen are held captive 
and where they are. 


The latest Pentagon list shows 587 


captured and another 1,335 missing. A 
big question is how many of these men 
listed as missing are in POW camps in 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam or Laos 
and how many have not been found. 


Within 15 days after the cease-fire, 


the signatories will agree on choosing 
two or more national Red Cross societ- 
ies to "visit all places where captured 
military personnel and foreign civilians 
are held." 


The United States long has contended 


that the North Vietnamese have 
violated Geneva Conventions on treat- 
ment of prisoners of war by refusing to 
allow the International Red Cross to 
inspect POW camps.

WASHINGTON (AP> — Washington 


and Hanoi unveiled today the details of 
an intricate peace package that limits 
an impending cease-fire to South Viet- 
nam, but U.S. negotiator Henry Kis- 
singer said he expects a formal cease- 
fire soon in Laos. 


Kissinger also forecast an eventual 


"de facto cease-fire" in Cambodia, a 
neighboring country drawn into the 
long Indochina conflict. 


The 12-page agreement, to be signed 


Saturday before the Vietnam cease-fire 
takes effect at 6 p.m. CST that day, does 
not call for the withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese troops from the South—but 
it does call for all foreign troops to leave 
Laos and Cambodia. 


Expanding among stated terms of the 


agreement. Kissinger told a White 
House news conference that U.S. 
prisoners held in North Vietnam and 
Laos will be turned over to American 
medical personnel in Hanoi at two-week 
intervals while U.S. forces withdraw 
from South Vietnam. 


Kissinger said the United States seeks 


"a peace that heals," and one that will 
last. He said the U.S. aim is to move from 
hostilities to normalization and con- 
ciliation with North Vietnam. 


" ... We believe that under conditions 


of peace we can contribute throughout 
Indochina to a realization of the 
humane aspirations of all the people of 
Indochina," he said, "and we will in that 
spirit perform our traditional role of 
helping people realize these aspirations 
in peace." 


The presidential adviser said the 


U.S.-Hanoi agreement forbids the use of 
base areas in Laos and Cambodia to 
infiltrate Communist troops into South 
Vietnam- 


He said it is "our firm expectation that 


within a short period of time there will 
be a formal cease-fire in Laos ... leading 
to the withdrawal of all foreign forces" 
and ending use of the country as a 
cooridor for infiltration. 


President Nixon, claiming all condit- 


ions for "peace with honor" have been 
met, announced Tuesday night 
agreement on a Vietnam accord to end 
America's longest war. 


In a television-radio address. Nixon 


told the nation that the peace pact calls 
for an internationally supervised 
ceasefire, release of all American war 
prisoners %vithin 60 days after the 
cease-fire, an accounting for ail missing 
in action, and—within the same 60-day 
period, withdrawal of all American 
forces from South Vietnam. 


The pact was hailed by South Viet-

The Saturday ceremony in Paris calls 


for the signing of two separate but 
virtually identical documents, major 
differences being in the preamble sec- 
tion. 


One document will be signed by 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and by North Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Tran Van Lam. The other will 
bear the signatures of Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Duy Trinh for the Saigon 
government and Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Thi Binh for the Viet Cong.

LONDON (AP) — Governments 


around the world reacted with relief 
today to the announcement of a cease- 
fire agreement for the Vietnam war. 
Many said they hope Indochina will 
now experience an era of peace. 


A member of the Soviet Politburo, 


Andrei Kirilenko. said the agreement 
was a "great victory" for the Viet- 
namese Communists and their backers 
in the Communist bloc. 


Tass, The Soviet news agencv. carried 


a statement by Premier Pham Van Dong 
of North Vietnam that "we shall earn- 
forward this struggle 
to complete the 


revolutionary cause of the Vietnamese 
people." 


China's Hsinhua news agency 


reported the agreement without official 
comment. But the Peking correspon- 
dent of Japan's Kyodo news service said 
Chinese officials, while welcoming the 
pact, predicted intensive political 
struggles between President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and the Viet Cong. The 
Chinese also said they believed the war 
in Cambodia would continue, Kyodo 
reported 


President Chung Hee Park of South 


Korea welcomed the end of the "long, 
drawn-out" war and said he would 
immediately withdraw the 37.000 South 
Korean troops still in Vietnam. 


The Japanese government said it 


"fervently hopes the Vietnamese 
authorities will seriously and honestly" 
settle their problems without more 
fighting. Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
told his ruling Liberal-Democratic party 
he expects Japan's international res- 
ponsibilities to increase after the ends. 


The British Foreign office said the 


agreement provides the opportunity to 
convert it to '"an enduring peace 
throughout Indochina."

business for the Waupaca County 
Board this week was to officially name 
the Mill Pond at lob - Lake lola. 


It was within the power of the county 


board to accept or reject the name of 
that body of water proposed by the 
State Geographic Names Council. The 
Council proposed "lola Lake" and the 
board voted unanimously for Lake lola. 


Supervisors learned that the county's 


Overall Economic Development Plan 
has been formally approved by the 
state and that three weeks ago verbal 
approval of the plan was received from 
the federal government.

Marre urged all supervisors to study 
the 251-page plan which was finalized 
in September, 1972. "There are some 
important facts gathered by more than 
200 county officials, municipal officials, 
industrialist, engineers, educators, 
businessmen, conservationist, and 
members of the medical community, 
which will be valuable to you," he said.

Pro-abortionists look to future

The United States Supreme Court ruling this week wiping away most 


legal barriers to abortion in every state prompted remarks of dismay 
and disappointment from antiabortionists as well as hope for even more 
liberalization of standards from abortion advocates. 


Rep. William Rogers, D-Kaukauna. was stunned. The Roman 


Catholic father of eight children had pushed strongly for legislation 
against liberalizing abortion laws. 


But representatives of proabortion groups expressed satisfaction — 


to varying degrees — with the decision. 


Peterann Joel, a member of the Wisconsin committee to Legalize 


Abortion and an 
" Appleton resident, called the move a "marvelous 


step forward. 


"The've recognized the rights of the woman and the family, the rights 


of a child to be born into a home where it will be loved," she said. "I 
think it's interesting that in their formal writeup the original intent of 
our anti-abortion laws was to protect the health and safety of women. 
Abortion now is safe or safer than childbirth and from that standpoint 
the original reason for abortion laws is no longer with us." 


Joel continued that she found it interesting that "they point out that 


this returns us to the same position of the Common Law before the 
anti-abortion laws were passed. In the 1800s before the anti-abortion 
laws were passed, abortion was legal by Common Law until the time of 
quickening." 


During the year 1972 the Appleton-based Wisconsin Committee to 


Legalize Abortion has counseled approximately 350 women who were 
considering abortion. 


"I expect it will take a little while before clinics are set up and rolling 


but I'm hopeful that it won't be too long," she said. 


Gene Boyer, national vice president of National Organization of 


Women (NOW) and a member of the Governor's Commission on the 


Status of Women, was adamant on her position and the position of 
NOW. 


"Although it's a pleasing decision, it falls short of what it should be — 


total repeal of all the laws." 


Said Boyer. "Until we have women sitting on the Supreme Court and 


in the legislatures of our country in numbers proportionate to their 
representation in the population—that is 51 per cent—it cannot be said 
that women's rights are adequately protected or their viewpoints 
expressed in our legal and judicial system." 


Noting her disappointment that the ruling didn't go far enough, she 


asked, "What happens after three months?" 


Boyer referred to her testimony during the last session of the 


legislature. "One of the points that I made in my testimony was that 
these laws were passed initially at a time when women did not have the 
vote and were intended to protect women against a hazardous surgical 
procedure at the time." 


This is not the case today, she contended. "Today, abortion is almost 


safer than childbirth and even though we still have a male dominated 
political scene, women are certainly eloquent and competent enough to 
be involved in the decision-making process about what kind of 
legislation applies to their bodies." 


Said Boyer, "This whole question about whether there is fetal life 


really has no place in the original legislation. Today we hear a great deal 
about the right to life to the fetus. This concept was never involved in 
the original abortion legislation which was intended to protect the 
rights of women to life and protect them against surgical damage." 


She forsees a new dimension to the overall question. "Looking ahead 


to the future." said Boyer. "we're going to see efforts in the various 
states to allow more paraprofessional kinds of abortion clinics—a move 
to get it out of the hospital setting.

medical services for women where they feel they have been unsym- 
pathetically treated by the health industry and some doctors " 


The Rev Thomas MacLachlan, director of the Appleton Pastoral 


Counseling Center for the past 24 years, concurred with the Supreme 
Court's decision. 


Said MacLachlan, "I felt for some time that this was a matter for 


discussion between the individual patient and her physician." 


He felt that the decision is "going to maKe it possible for people to 


both exercise their individual consciences and maintain a basic respect 
for the law." no longer making it necessary- to "travel from state to 
state to exercise their wishes. 


"From a moral point of view," MacLachlan said. "I think that human 


beings are provided with the free will to make moral decisions. I don't 
think they should be interferred with by any kind of law which 
attempts to legislate morality. 


"As far as the actual decision itself, my feeling is that abortion is a 


bad last alternative in the control of pregnancy. I think that people 
should be responsible in exercising other less dramatic forms of birth 
control but. again, I don't feel that this last alternative should be denied 
to people if it gets to that point." 


Two other Fox Valley lawmakers expressed disappointment in the 


Supreme Court decision. 


U.S. Rep. Harold V. Froehlich, R-Appleton. said, "I am disappointed 


to learn that the U.S. Supreme Court yesterday nullified many state 
laws regulating abortions It is my feeling that this is a question that 
should be resolved at the state level 


"In Wisconsin, I have opposed the relaxation of our abortion statutes 


as decreed by the federal courts I continue in that opposition and feel 
that action by the Congress itself may be necessary to clarify the issue. 
The federal court, again, is legislating, and this is wrong." 


State Sen Gerald Lorge, R-Bear Creek, termed the decision a 


travesty and said it "will come to haunt the United States of America. 
The decision yesterday was a dark day in this nation. It eventually will 
cost us a tremendous population decline and we will become an old 
society " 


Lorge said he would introduce a resolution urging Congress to call a 


constitutional convention, in order to eliminate tenure for federal 
judges, who are appointed for life. 


Said Lorge. "All the problems we have with pornography are caused 


by decisions of this sort. T will promote any legislation that will promote 
the sanctitv of life "

The continued presence of major 


North Vietnamese units in the south 
presumably would be important for Viet 
Cong morale, and a source of supplies 
and training, particularly with the line 
of communications stretching directly 
to Hanoi 


Gi\ en the proven tenacity of the Viet 


Cong and the North Vietnamese, the 
Communists can be expected to 
gradualK build upon the base territory 
legalh given them under the accords. It 
will be a new experience for the furtive

Within six months after the cease- 


fire, some observers forecast, Thieu 
may have to step down to make way for 
a neutralist-minded general, or a 


civilian leader. It seems certain that the 
Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese 
will encourage the neutralists. If Thieu 
was ousted it would not necessarily be 
of any immediate benefit to the heirs of 
Ho Chi Minn. But it would be another, 
interim, step in their goal of dominating 
South Vietnam.
